ORDER 

Export Trade Control 
Neip Delhi, the 9th August 1974 

S.O 436(E).—In exercise of ii - powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Imports & Exports (Control) Act, 11147 OH of 1947), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following order further to amend the Exports (Control) Order, 1968, 
namely: — 

1. (1) This Order may lie called the Exports (Control twentyflrst) Amendment 
Order, 1974. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2, In clause 2 of the Exports (Control) Order. 19G8 (hereinafter referred to as 
the said Order),— 

(i) after item (b), the following item shall bo inserted, namely: — 

‘(bbS “Collector of Customs” has the same meaning assigned to it in the 
Customs Act, 1982 (52 of 1962);'; 

(ii) alter item (c), the following item shall be inserted, namely: — 

'(ee) “London price” means the official price of silver fixed by the London 
brokers under the rules of the London Silver Market;’; 
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(li) after clausa (I) the following clause shall be Inserted, namely:— 

‘(ff) “Silver” means silver or other products of silver as specified in item 
12 of Part B of Schedule I/;. 

3. After clause 3 of the said Order, the following clause shall be Inserted, 
namely: — 

“3A. Special provisions regarding export of silver.—No person shall be 
granted a licence under this Order for the export of silver unless,— 

(a) (i) on an application made by that person in accordance with! the 

procedure specified in items (ii) and (iii), the export contract 
(whether entered into in writing or Orally) is registered with the 
Collector of Customs immediately after such contract is entered 
into; 

(ii) an application for registration under item (1) shall be made in duplicate 

and shall contain particulars regarding quantity and purity of 
silver, value per kilogram, date of the export contract, delivery 
period and the name of the foreign buyer; 

(iii) on receipt of such application, one copy thereof shall, after it is duly 

registered by an officer authorised by the Collector of Customs In 
this behalf, be returned to the person who makes the application 
as evidence of registration; 

(b) the value of the silver agreed to be exported is not less than the 

London price fixed on the working day previous to the date on 
which the application under sub-clause (a) Is made, as reduced by 
fifty rupees per kilogram; 

(c) the date of shipment stipulated under the terms of the export contract 

falls within ten days the date of the contract; and 

(d) has exported silver in terms of all previous lappKdations under 

sub-clause (a) except in a case where he establishes to the satis¬ 
faction of the Colleqfor of Customs that he failed t 0 do so because 
of circumstances beyond his control ”.
